It at true that any brans never 
have been used in this country 
for human food to any great ex- 
tent. Considering their high nu- 
tritive value this is uafortunatv. 
Many varities of them are grown. 
The mammoth yellow variety is 
now on the market under the 
name of ''togo bean" at 15 cents 
a quart, or about 8 cents a 
pound. In many parts of the 
country they can be 
from the growers for from 
to $2.50 a bushel (sixty pounds.) 
This amounts to less than five 
cents a pound. 

The soy bean belongs to the 
elass of food usually 
legumes. This cla 
navy beans, J»eas, cowpeas, len- 
tils, peanuts and others. All the 
legumes are very rich in protein, 
an important body building mate- 
rial. The 8"\ bean has more 
protein than any of the others. 
In coinponition it resembles the 
|>eanut more ttum the others be- 
cause it enotaina a larger amount 
of fat. In other words, it is a 
fatty legume rather than starchy 
legume. This fact should be 
kept in mind in cooking it. Soy 
feme* can be satisfactorily bak- 
ed without the addition of pork 
01 ether fat. 

When soy beans sell for 15 
cents a quart, 10 cents' Worth 
will supply over five ounces of 
protein. When beef, of average 
e uiipo.itiPb. K"Us for 20 cents a 
pound, 10 eents worth will supply 
a little ovei an ounce of protein. 
The prote.n of beef i« to be sure, 
better utilized by the body than 
the protein of the legumes, but 
even after allowance baa beeu 
maile for this fact the soy bean 
is, at present prices, a very 
economical source of protein.
